Ks lose play-offs but demand replay after assault 


A violent pitch invasion that saw a 
Kingstonian footballer punched by a 
rival fan could see the club’s Ryman 
League Premier Division future de¬ 
cided in a Football Association com¬ 
mittee room. 

Ks’ skipper Francis Duku was at¬ 
tacked in Saturday’s 2-0 play-off 
final defeat at Boreham Wood by a 
rival fan, who ran on to the pitch fol¬ 
lowing a second-half goalmouth 
melee with the scores locked at 0-0. 

The club’s joint chairmen, Mal¬ 
colm Winwright and Mark Ander¬ 
son, lodged a complaint with the 
English game’s governing body on 
Monday, claiming the incident had 
“seriously affected the ongoing per¬ 
formance of the team”. 

However, there is no procedure in 
the FA rulebook allowing a club to 
appeal against a result in the hope of

having it overturned, rescinded or 
the game replayed once a game had 
been completed, leaving Ks’ fate in 
the hands of an FA investigation. 

Ks’ case is one of three being in¬ 
vestigated at Soho Square after a 
weekend of football violence that 
also marred the Championship rele¬ 
gation decider between Crystal 
Palace and Sheffield Wednesday, and 
York City’s Blue Square Premier 
clash with Luton Town. 

The referee’s match report and evi¬ 
dence from both clubs will be exam¬ 
ined before any decision on 
disciplinary action - which could 
see charges brought against Bore¬ 
ham Wood if the FA feel there is a 
case to answer - is taken. 


And the unprecedented nature of 
the events means there is a blank 
canvas with regards to any 
punishment. 

A Soho Square spokesman said: 
“There is no set procedure with re¬ 
gards to incidents of this nature. It 
will take as long as it takes, but we 
hope the process will be completed 
in days rather than weeks.” 

Premier Division Kingstonian had 
reached the final following a 
thrilling 4-2 semi-final win at Sutton 
United, having secured their play-off 
place on the final day of the season. 

Manager Alan Dowson, who 
claimed some players had feared for 
their safety, admitted Saturday’s 
sickening events had left a shadow 
over the campaign. And he urged the 
game’s decision makers to think 
carefully about their next move. 


He said: “The play-off game should 
have been the biggest game of their 
careers for my players and the 
biggest the club has had in years. It 
has left us feeling sick. 

“We have an honest bunch of play¬ 
ers and they just want to play foot¬ 
ball - not have your captain punched 
in the face by a man running on to 
the pitch. 

“The situation was nothing short 
of a scandal and, if hooligans can do 
as they please to a game of football, 
then maybe the game doesn’t have a 
place in such society anymore. I 
hope that the powers that be have a 
long think about this.”

Little ships 

The Dunkirk spirit, which 
saw boats from the Thames 
join the flotilla of “little 
ships” that helped rescue 
300,000 Allied troops from 
Dunkirk 70 years ago, will 
be marked when the Duke 
of Kent unveils a memorial 
to those who sailed 
through Teddington Lock. 

The statue, made of India 
black granite, was de¬ 
signed by one of Kingston’s 
former Olympic rowers, 
Dick Knight, and partly 
funded by the Environment 
Agency.

The Douglas Tough boat¬ 
yard at the lock gathered 
100 boats from the Thames, 
after the Ministry of Ship¬ 
ping asked for small craft 
that could operate in the 
shallow waters off Dunkirk. 

Prince Michael, honorary 
admiral of the Association 
of Dunkirk Little Ships, 
will unveil the memorial at 
3pm on Sunday, May 9.

Cole shelves ban appeal 


Chelsea and England foot¬ 
baller Ashley Cole has 
dropped his appeal against a 
driving ban, handed to him 
when he was found guilty of 
driving at more than twice 
the legal speed limit. 

Cole’s lawyers wrote to 
Kingston Crown Court on 
Wednesday, April 28, to aban¬ 
don the appeal, two days be¬ 
fore he was due to appear 
there in front of a judge.

Kingston magistrates hand¬ 
ed him a four-month ban on 
January 29, when the court 
heard his black Lamborghini 
Gallardo reached 104mph in a 
50mph zone on the A3 at 
Robin Hood Way. 

He claimed he was being 
chased by paparazzi on 
November 17, 2008, when a 


police speed gun caught him, 
and appealed against the ban 
by questioning the reliability 
of the speed gun. 

Cole was not in court on 
Thursday, April 29, and was 
represented by Katherine 
Hudson, who accepted the 
court’s application for an ad¬ 
ditional £950 costs. 

The ban came into immedi¬ 
ate effect for the 29-year-old. 

At his original hearing, lead 


magistrate Patricia Basker- 
ville said: “We have taken into 
account Mr Cole’s clean li¬ 
cence. However, this was an 
incident of excessive speed, 
over twice the speed limit on 
the road, and these were ex¬ 
ceptional circumstances 
which we need to mark.” 

Cole must now pay £1,950, 
including the new costs - just 
under 2 per cent of his report¬ 
ed weekly salary.

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Doc’s online tirade 
fails to stir trouble

Police surrounded Kingston 
Magistrates’ Court on Friday, 
after fears a Facebook cam¬ 
paign accusing authorities of 
a “Jewish conspiracy” against 
a Syrian doctor could cause an 
angry group to descend on the 
building. 

In the event, only two female 
friends of Dr Shawkat Spahi- 
Shoaib, 37, of Rivermead, 
Kingston, found guilty of 
using deception to remain in 
the UK on April 9, turned up at 
the sentencing hearing. 

The court heard Spahi- 
Shoaib ticked a box declaring 
he was not subject to any out¬ 
standing indictments when he 
applied for indefinite leave to 
remain in the UK in May 2005, 
despite awaiting trial in 
Manchester for two sexual 
offences. 

He was later found guilty of 
both charges, served 10 
months in prison and was 
placed on the sex offenders 
register. 

Stephen Cook, defending, 
told magistrates on Friday,

April 30, that Spahi-Shoaib had 
“stayed completely out of trou¬ 
ble” in the five years since, and 
suggested he may have ticked 
the box to ensure he would 
stay in contact with his five- 
month-old child. 

However, he withdrew his 
contention that Spahi-Shoaib 
had been a “model citizen” 
after prosecutor Sally-Anne 
Russell produced print outs of 
the doctor’s Facebook site. 

She said: “During the course 
of investigations, officers have 
noted he has been posting on 
Facebook his thoughts on the 
British justice system. He says 
this is a Jewish conspiracy and 
the officer is Jewish. He said 
he was a Muslim and thought a 


lot of people would be coming 
here today. A lot of officers 
were pulled from duty and sur¬ 
round the court today” 

She said police were moni¬ 
toring the online campaign be¬ 
cause it could incite racial 
hatred. 

After lengthy consultations 
with his client, Mr Cook told 
magistrates: “It is true he has 
some views I may well dis¬ 
agree with. That said, there 
are no charges or convictions 
and until there is a charge or 
conviction he is exercising his 
right to freedom of speech that 
may be ill advised.” 

Lead magistrate Mrs Depra- 
no told Spahi-Shoaib the court, 
which can impose a maximum 
prison term of six months, 
would send him to crown court 
because they had insufficient 
sentencing powers, and re¬ 
leased him on unconditional 
bail. 

Outside the courtroom, two 
uniformed UK Borders Agen¬ 
cy officers issued the doctor 
with papers stating he was in 
the UK without leave to re¬ 
main and in the country 
illegally

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Make-your-mind-up time for voters 



Kingston’s voters remained 
undecided, as the election 
campaign enters its final 
stages, giving local candi¬ 
dates all to play for. 

The survey of 100 people, 
chosen at random in four 
parts of the borough, sug¬ 
gested the Liberal 
Democrats had a narrow 
lead over their Conservative 
challengers, leading 25 per 
cent to 21 per cent, with just 
5 per cent choosing Labour. 

But all paled in compari¬ 
son to the 46 per cent who 
said they had yet to decide. 

Voters showed a high level 
of interest in the general 
election but cynicism about 
politicians. 

Many said they would wait 
for election day itself to de¬ 
cide who to support, if 
anyone. 

Conservatives appeared to 
be strongest in New Malden, 
with 32 per cent, compared 
with the Lib Dems’ 8 per 
cent, while the Lib Dems led 
them by 30 per cent to 15 per 
cent in Surbiton. 

Tolworth also recorded a 
Lib Dem lead, while 
Kingston saw the two main 
contenders in a virtual dead 
heat. 

Tolworth was the only area 
showing any support for 
UKIP or the British National 
Party, who are not fielding 
any candidates.

Mayors set 
to step down 

Amid election fever today, as peo¬ 
ple are deciding who should be 
their MP and local councillors, 
Kingston has lost five long-stand¬ 
ing councillors and ex-mayors, 
writes Heidi Vella. 

With more than 50 years’ service 
for Kingston between them, ex¬ 
mayors David Berry, Mary and 
Ian Reid, Don Jordan and current 
mayor Ian McDonald have decid¬ 
ed to step down. 

However, each look back on 
their time as mayor fondly 

David Berry, who will be 76 in 
June, has resigned his post after 
being diagnosed with prostate 
cancer. 

Mr Berry was mayor of 
Kingston from 2008 to 2009, in 
which time he raised £20,000 for 
local armed forces charity Forces 
Children Trust, with the help of 
Shrewsbury Lodge School. 

He also raised money for Com¬ 
bat Stress, based in Epsom, and 
Elmbridge Choir. 

Looking back, he said: “It was a 
great thing getting Elmbridge 
choir to sing in their own theatre, 
it was a lovely event raising 
£3,500.” 

Now, as well as continuing treat¬ 
ment for cancer, Mr Berry plans 
to continue his work with 
Kingston Rotary Club. 

He said: “I am looking forward 
to sitting back and having a rest 
now.” 

Mary Reid, mayor from 2006 to 
2007, said the opening of the Hook 
Centre was one of her highlights. 

She said: “I was most excited 


about the building and opening of 
the Hook Centre as mayor. We 
dreamed of it for many years be¬ 
fore eventually it was realised.” 

Mrs Reid, who was responsible 
for pioneering online petitions for 
Kingston Council and became a 
Government e-champion, set up 
charity Young Kingston, which 
gives grants to projects that bene¬ 
fit youths. 

She raised money for the chari¬ 
ty throughout her year, holding 
several functions including a din¬ 
ner, a ball, film show and chil¬ 
dren’s disco. 

She said: “I have done my bit 
and enjoyed doing it. I’m ready to 
move on to another project now.” 

However, Mrs Reid who also 
writes children’s educational 
books, said: “I can’t imagine my¬ 
self ever retiring.” 

Ian Reid, her husband, and 
Kingston’s mayor in 1996-97, is 
looking forward to a slower pace 
of life. 

After 20 years as a Liberal 
Democrat councillor he said al¬ 
though it had been a pleasure 


serving the Royal borough, he was 
looking forward to spending more 
time with his children and grand¬ 
children. 

He said: “There comes a time 
when you need to step down and 
let other people take over.” 

Highlights of Mr Reid’s career, 
he said, were representing the 
borough when Nelson Mandela 
was given freedom of the city of 
London and helping charity Well- 
care, which supports young fami¬ 
lies, by fundraising towards the 
cost of a new roof. 

Current mayor, Ian McDonald, 
also steps down after 15 years ser¬ 
vice, although he will remain in 
his role until May 19, when the 
next person steps into the chains. 

This year, Mr McDonald espe¬ 
cially enjoyed presenting cam¬ 
paign medals to local doctors and 
nurses who served in Afghanistan 
as part of the 256 - C squadron. 

He said: “These people work so 
hard with such dedication and 
commitment to save so many 
lives. I felt so humbled and privi¬ 
leged to present their medals.”

The five men and one woman fighting to 
become Kingston and Surbiton’s next MP 
have spent the past few days doing every¬ 
thing they can to persuade people to opt 
for them as they go to the polls today. 

Voters will be asked to vote for their par¬ 
liamentary candidate at the polling booth, 
as well as having three votes to cast for 
local councillors.

Edward Davey (Liberal Democrats),

Hospital's 'bizarre' 
move to secure sale

Kingston’s New Victoria Hospital 
has gone into administration, but 
only to attract potential investors. 

The Coombe Lane West hospital, 
which employs 250 medical staff, 
was put into administration on 
April 12 by its current owner, the 
Anglo-Irish Bank. 

Dr David Chubb, a partner of 
PricewaterhouseCoopers (PWC), 
claimed the business was “100 per 
cent solvent” and administration 
was the best way to sell the hospi¬ 
tal to new investors. 

Dr Chubb said: “It is not the nor¬ 
mal stuff but the fact is the cur¬ 
rent shareholders’ structure 
could not support the hospital ex¬ 
panding and bringing in new 
investment. 

“The administration process is 
just a mechanism and people 
should not confuse it with 
liquidation.” 

A PWC spokesman said more 
than 50 companies had already ex¬ 
pressed an interest, including pri¬ 
vate equity firms and wealthy 
individuals. 

John Tribe, an insolvency 
expert from Kingston University, 
said the hospital’s approach was 
rare but potentially innovative.

Mr Tribe said: “It just seems 
bizarre. If the business is viable, 
why use administration? Unless 
what they are selling is a newly 
structured company. 

“Many believe there might be a 
conflict of interest in appointing 
an administrator who is already 
involved in the business. But on 
the other side, they will know the 
business well and may be better 
placed to work in its interest.” 

Dr Chubb denied there had been 
a conflict of interest in PWC 
being appointed. 


The hospital, which has an 
annual turnover of more than 
£13m, reported an annual profit of 
£96,000 up to April 2009, after mak¬ 
ing a loss of £1.2m the year before. 

Charles Hutton, New Victoria 
Hospital’s chief executive, is cur¬ 
rently on annual leave and was 
unavailable for comment.

TW: I’m sure people realise 
it’s an exaggeration but, per¬ 
haps because of the detail I go 
into, many believe that I must 
work in medicine. Several doc¬ 
tors have come up to me after 
shows and asked where I prac¬ 
tice (perhaps with a view to 
reporting me) and one was 
convinced I must be a 
colorectal surgeon. 

KG: Why choose to do char¬ 
acter comedy rather than 

straight stand-up? 

TW: It wasn’t a choice as 
such. I started with the 
stage name just as a shield, 
and the character came 
after the first few gigs as it 
better suited the subjects 
wanted to talk about. 


KG: Are there more charac¬ 
ters on the way or do you 
see yourself moving into 
straight stand-up at any 
point? 

TW: I can’t see beyond work¬ 
ing on the new Edinburgh 
show for August at the 
moment. I spend most of my 
time sitting in bed watching 
television and worrying that 
I’m not writing enough. 

KG: Who are some of the 
other character comedians 
we should look out for? 

TW: My favourites are Brian 
Gittins, Angelos Epithemiou 
and Pippa Evans. 

KG: How did you first get 
into performing comedy? 

TW: I’d wanted to do it for 
years but was overwhelmed by 
terror at the very thought of 
it. The real impetus was my 
voiceover agent dropping me 
on account of my non-existent 
voiceover career. I wrote her a 
letter listing numerous 
reasons for keeping me on, 
including a white lie about 
doing stand-up comedy. Upon 
receiving the letter she called 
me and said, “tell me about 
the stand-up comedy”. So the 
final shove was being caught 
in a lie.

My grandmother’s family are thought 
to be connected to Edward I (the 
Kime Family).

stretcher suffering from a bad heart 
condition. My great, great grandfather 
Cornelius Sharp also had a potato 
named after him.

Ks say attack on skipper
